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Pathfinder Poll Reveals Strong Hoover Sentiment 


HERE is all that 
supposed oppo- 
sition to anoth- 


er term for Hoover? It 

certainly is not revealed in The Path- 
finder’s national straw vote, final re- 
sults of which are tabulated on this 
week’s cover. The fact that the Pres- 
ident receives more votes than all the 
Democratic possibilities put together, 
and that he outdistances his nearest ri- 
val, Governor Roosevelt of New York, 
to the tune of more than two to one 
may, to some economic minds, raise 
the question: “Why go to the expense 
of holding a formal election in this 
year of poverty?” 

The season is early, later winds will 
waft other political straws, and the 
usual “ifs” must be considered—par- 
ticularly the Hoover ability to succor 
Uncle Sam’s exchequer and to main- 
tain an even keel in the wet-dry tem- 
pest—but there is no denying that he 
is by far the best bet—now! It is also 
only fair to point out that The Path- 
finder’s pre-election poll of 1928 also 
presaged the election of Hoover—at 
practically the same ratio that he won 
over Alfred E. Smith. 

The Pathfinder reiterates that it is 
politically neutral. It has in the past 
taken issue with President Hoover— 
and will do so again if it feels that 
conditions warrant — but meanwhile 
there is the news value of its: polls. 
Representing the 48 states as they do, 
they necessarily reflect the national 
pulse. If there is any faction popu- 
larly believed antagonistic to Hoover 
policies—or lack of them— it is the ag- 
ricultural element. But in the present 
poll the agriculturist seems to lean as 
much to Hoover as he did in 1928. 
This year, by means of a separate 
count, The Pathfinder is able to keep 
track of urban sentiment as well, and 
finds it similarly minded. Either that, 
or in the present period of distress the 
farmer and his city cousin give ear to 
Lincoln’s advice about not changing 
horses in the middle of the stream. 


Ballots are still dribbling in, but on 
the basis of more than 235,000 tabulat- 
ed during the big rush, President Hoo- 
ver is so far ahead that no useful pur- 
pose is served in prolonging thecount. 
Hoover ballots came in continual 
droves; the others spasmodically. 

In only nine states does Roosevelt 
have the edge—Alabama, Arizona, Ar- 
kansas, Georgia, Louisiana, Mississip- 
pi, Nevada, South Carolina and South 
Dakota. As a native son, Garner nat- 
urally takes precedence in Texas. 








President Given More Votes Than Democratic Field; 
Leads Roosevelt, Nearest Rival, by More Than 2 to Ll 


Massachusetts and Rhode Island seem 
to have returned to the Republican 
fold. In New York, the home of 
Roosevelt and Smith, the combined 
Democratic tally is less than half that 
for Hoover.

ernment intimated that it would not 
give the League a statement of her 
case in the Sino-Japanese dispute. 
Negotiations at Shanghai for the with- 
drawal of Japanese military forces 
proceeded at a snail pace. For the 
most part the terms demanded by 
Japan were such that no, self-respect- 
ing nation could accept them, although 
there was a tendency for Tokyo to 
temper her “minimum” demands in 
respect to gradual withdrawal. Mean- 
while the League of Nations Commis- 
sion investigating the Far Eastern 


situation arrived in Nanking and was 
received in holiday fashion by the 


populace. “All we demand is justice,” 
shouted the Chinese. That Russia is 
watching Japan in Manchuria with a 
jealous eye became more evident as 
the Soviet government increased its 
forces along the Manchurian frontier. 
The Chinese minister at Tokyo was 
instructed by his government to pro- 
test against the creation of Manchou- 
kuo and to dispute Japan’s disclaimer 
of her connection with the regime of 
Henry Pu-Yi. Hardly a day passes 
without a clash between insurgent 
Chinese and the forces of Manchou- 
kuo, which are invariably supported 
by the Japanese. 


HELEN WELCOMED HOME 

A friendly reception given to Prin- 
cess Helen upon her return to Bucha- 
rest from abroad foreshadowed some 
kind of reconciliation between her 
and King Carol. A troop of soldiers 
from the king’s bodyguard met her at 
the border and greeted her with the 
royal salute when her train halted. 
Princess Michael and Dowager Queen 
Marie’s lady-in-waiting met the es- 
tranged wife of the king at the station. 
Since Helen’s brother, former King 
George of Greece, preceded her to 
Bucharest by a few days it is rumored 
that Carol has decided to give her a 
more generous financial allowance. 


DANUBIAN PARLEY CALLED 

Prime Minister MacDonald of Great 
Britain invited the representatives of 
France, Italy and Germany to confer 
with him in London on Premier Tar- 
dieu’s proposed tariff federation to re- 


lieve the economic stress of Austria, 
Hungary, Czechoslovakia, Jugoslavia 
and Rumania. Tardieu has taken the 
position that his suggestion that the 
five Danubian nations agree upon a 
preferential tariff system is in har- 
mony with the late Aristide Briand’s 
proposed federation of Europe. 
Though unacceptable to Great Britain 
as originally proposed, it is expected 
that the objectionable points will be 
eliminated and that some such scheme 
will be adopted. 


VARGAS THREATENED 

Political leaders iu the state of Rio 
Grande do Sul threatened to start a 
revolution against the regime of Getu- 
lio Vargas, de facto president of Bra- 
zil, if he longer delayed the return of 
the country to constitutional govern- 
ment. Vargas, himself a native of Rio 
Grande do Sul, headed a military re- 
volt in 1930 against the man who de- 
feated him in the national election and 
took charge in Rio de Janeiro. When 
it appeared probable that the state of 
Sao Paulo would join his native state 
in insisting upon a return to consti- 
tutional government Vargas conclud- 
ed that he had better yield. His first 
step in the interest of harmony was 
the appointment of the governor of 
Rio Grande do Sul as minister of jus- 
tice in his cabinet. Whether this 
move will be sufficient to placate the 
militarists in the south remains to be 
seen. 


DISPUTE OVER ODD WILL 

When Charles Millar, a Toronto at- 
torney and business man, died six 
years ago he left a will leaving the 
bulk of his half million dollar estate 
to the Ontario woman bearing the 
most children during the next 10 years 
after his death. A bill was recently 
introduced in parliament by the gov- 
ernment proposing to set aside the 
Millar will and divert the estate to the 
University of Toronto, but the bill was 
withdrawn when the attorney general 
received claims against the estate from 
persons purporting to be relatives of 
Millar. Two women living in Ontario 
have born six children each during 
the six years since Millar’s death and

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DOINGS OF CONGRESS 








THE GREAT TAX BATTLE 
[IKE a stampede of wild cattle 
3 in the old West, House members, 
frightened at the proposed sales 
tax, shied, went berserk, ran over 
their leaders, and amid scenes of utter 
confusion buried that measure by 223 
io 153. The revolt was in both par- 
ties, but the Democrats went wildest 
under the leadership of a Republi- 
can, LaGuardia. While discouraged 
leaders of the ways and means com- 
mittee prepared to look for substitute 
taxes the “runaway” continued, re- 
volters voting estate taxes of 45 per 
cent; a “tax”? on imported oils and on 
coal. Acting Chairman Crisp lament- 
ed that the Democrats were voting for 
embargoes—“higher tariff rates than 
even Republicans put on”—and were 
“destroying the party.” LaGuardia, 
Rankin and other leaders of the re- 
bellion tried vainly to stop it—but it 
was a Stampede. Only a few, how- 
ever, dared suggest not balancing the 
budget. As a subcommittee consider- 
ed new tax sources—mainly the Treas- 
ury’s plan of levies on radios, autos, 
tobacco, gasoline, gas, electricity, etc. 
—the President issued a warning that 
“to continue to live on borrowed 
money begets all manner of new evils 
ind dangers.” 


ECONOMIZING 

The sentiment for cutting govern- 
nent salaries, like a stream fed by 
continuous rain, has grown until ac- 
tion is considered likely. The special 
House economy committee headed by 
Chairman Byrns of the appropriations 
committee, got no less than 16 differ- 
ent plans for cuts. At the same time 
plans for reorganization of govern- 
ment offices were studied by the com- 
mittee, while in the Senate bills were 
offered to give the reorganizing power 
to the President. Senator King pre- 
sented a bill to abolish the Shipping 
Board and Emergency Fleet Corpora- 
tion. After Senator McKellar got a 
favorable vote on cutting 10 per cent 
from all appropriation bills as passed 
by the House he and Senator Borah 
led a movement to make the cuts 25 
per cent. Many congressmen, espe- 
cially those who favor all generous 
ippropriations, opposed any cuts or 
economy, declaring the country would 
be adversely affected. The most dras- 
lic salary cuts proposed would save 
more than $135,000,000. 


A SUMMER SESSION? 

When the sales tax was defeated in 
the House Senator Robinson, Demo- 
cratic leader, predicted Congress 
would have to return after the politi- 
cal conventions. Then came Senator 
Moses, who smilingly claims to be a 
prophet, with the forecast that Con- 
gress would run all summer. With 
all the major appropriation bills, the 
tax bill, Muscle Shoals, Philippine in- 
dependence, the soldier bonus and 
other questions still to be acted on he 








believes a mere recess will have to 
be taken for the conventions in June. 
Then the political sharp shooter from 
New Hampshire added that the Demo- 
crats will force a prolonged session 
until September in order to use the 
Congress as a sounding board of po- 
litical speeches. The Washington bi- 
centennial celebration will keep hun- 
dreds of thousands of citizens coming 
to the capital until next fall. Mis- 
chievous Mr. Moses said the Demo- 
crats would be ready to go home for 
the “direct campaign” in September 
or October. 


WET-DRY DEVELOPMENTS 

The Senate is going to have a vote 
on the prohibition question. The 
wets, led by Tydings of Maryland, 
were promised as much by Chairman 
Norris of the ju- 
diciary committee, 
a dry, who said a 
bill would be re- 
ported out, even 
unfavorably, in 
order to have a 
vote. This stopped 
the circulating of 
a petition by Ty- 
dings to discharge 
the committee on 
a prohibition ref- 
erendum proposal.

The House military committee by a ma- 
jority of only one vote favorably reported 
a Muscle Shoals bill providing for contin- 
gent government operation.

Senator Watson’s bill to furnish tobac- 
co to veterans in federal homes and hos- 
pitals was favorably reported by the fi- 
nance committee. 

Chicago witnesses told a Senate com- 
mittee that gangsters were seeking the 
freedom of Al Capone through control of 
public officials. 

Secretary of Labor Doak told the Sen- 
ate immigration committee of very wick- 
ed smugglers of immigrants who charge 
their victims a big price for bringing them

Senator Wheeler, declaring the farmers 
of the Middle West “on the verge of re- 
volt,” announced a farmers’ reconstruc- 
tion bill parallel to the measure enacted 
for financial institutions. 


Chairman Mead of the House postoftice 
committee warned Postmaster General 
Brown that unless he stopped granting 
extensions of air mail contracts without 
competitive bidding his power to do so 
would be taken away. Brown said he fa- 
vored a “monopoly” in air mail operation. 

House coinage committee sent letters 
to financial experts in nine nations rela- 
tive to a proposed conference on stabiliza- 
tion of silver. 

A letter from Secretary Stimson saying 
that the World Court reservations made 
by the Senate in 1926 had been accepted 
by the other powers, and urging the adop- 
tion of the Root formula merely started 
a controversy in the foreign relations 
committee and diminished the chances of 
the subject reaching the Senate. 

Soldiers’ bonus advocates in the House 
predicted full payment to veterans will 
be voted by the Congress. Senator Reed 
said the Senate would defeat the bonus. 

John W. Davis, former Democratic can- 
didate for president, appeared before a 
committee to support the Cutting bill to 
permit naturalization of aliens who are 
conscientious objectors and will not prom- 
ise to bear arms. 

Speaking on the beer tax proposal, the 
wet Mrs. Norton of New Jersey said: 
“There is another class of men here who, 
while preaching prohibition, fail to prac- 
tice what they preach. ...1 feel sure that 
they would be glad if they could take 
their places as honest men and vote as 
they drink and as they believe.” 

A visitor to the Capitol was Andrew W. 
Mellon, getting acquainted with the House 
foreign affairs committee before going to 
London. He declared he knew of no 
change in the foreign debt situation. 

Secretary Hyde wrote to the agriculture 
chairmen of Congress to charge the Chi- 
cago Board of Trade with complete indif- 
ference to the interests of farmers. He 
based his charge on the board’s action in 
changing the number of deliverable wheat 
grades from 9 to 11. 

The Senate rejected the nomination of 
Charles A. Jonas, former member of Con- 
gress, to be federal attorney for the West- 
ern District of North Carolina largely be- 
cause of his criticism of the state courts 
and of the Nye campaign funds commit- 
tee.

POOR FEDERAL WORKERS! 

AST summer government em- 
ft: ployees were repeatedly allow- 

ed to go home because it was 
“too hot,” despite local Board of Trade 
claims to the contrary. Well, during 
the capital’s recent—and _ first—cold 
snap the workers in one department 
were released because “one side of the 
building was too cold.” We’ll venture 
to assert that Uncle Sam’s workers 
get twice as much time off, with pay, 
as the privately employed. A seven- 
hour day, a month’s vacation, a 
month’s sick leave if necessary, 15 
days off to attend military training 
camps, half-day Saturdays, week-ends 
when the 10 holidays fall convenient- 
ly and other special leaves give the 
federal worker a big advantage. And 
even with wage-slashing and unem- 
ployment on the outside, he has the 
nerve to demand all day Saturday off 
the year round, and increased pay! 

In combating efforts to reduce gov- 
ernment wages, Uncle Sam’s workers 
contend to “the Hill” folk that they 
are “underpaid” because 76 per cent 
of their number (732,500) receive less 
than $2,200 a year.

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Washington, Mythical City 
Though Legislated Out of Existence More Than Half a Century 
It is, for Economic Reasons, Still Designated as a City 


President Hoover remarked to a 

group of members of the Delta 
Sigma fraternity, “I am mayor of 
Washington, and if you are not allowed 
to go anywhere you want to go here 
you let me know.” 

This was just a novel way of pre- 
senting the “keys of the city” to the 
visitors. How- 
ever, the city of 
Washington is 
just as_ theoret- 
ical as its keys. 
Maps and time- 
tables to the con- 
trary, it is cus- 
tom only which 
permits the capi- 
tal to be desig- 
nated as a city. 
The fact is that 
Washington and 
the District of Columbia are now one 
and the same. Washington as a city 
was legislated out of existence more 
than half a century ago when Con- 
gress, tired of the mess local politics 
was making of the nation’s capital and 
the bankruptcy into which the city 
had plunged itself, by one full sweep 
deprived local citizens both of their 
cily and their right to vote. Section 


Te other day, in a joking mood, 


WASHIN NIAN 


40 of the act of Feb. 21, 1871, 41st Con- 
gress, second session, reads: 


And be it further enacted, that the 
charters of the cities of Washington and 
Georgetown shall be repealed and after 
the first day of June, A. D., 1871, and all 
offices of said corporations abolished at 
that date .. . but all laws and ordinances 
of said cities, respectively, . . . not in- 
consistent with this shall remain in full 
force until modified or repealed by Con- 
gress, or the legislative assembly of said 
District; that portions of said District 
included within the present limits of the 
City of Washington shall continue to be 
known as the City of Washington; and 
that the City of Georgetown shall con- 
tinue to be known as the City of George- 
town .. . provided that the charters of 
said cities severally . shall be con- 
tinued (for enforcement of contracts and 
unpaid taxes). 


Upon the repeal of the charters of 
the cities of Washington and George- 
town, it was ordered that “the Dis- 
trict of Columbia be, and is hereby de- 
clared to be, the successor of said cor- 
porations. The act of June 11, 1878, 
of the 45th Congress, second session, 
specified that the District “shall con- 
tinue as a municipal corporation.” 


From the beginning of the capital’s 
history Congress and the executive 
branch of the government had diffi- 
culty in discriminating between the 
city and the district. Frequently the 
two names were used indiscriminately. 
At first it was customary to refer to the 
national capital as “The Federal City.” 
On Sept. 9, 1791, three commissioners 
appointed by President Washington 
named the city “The City of Washing- 
ton” and the district “The Territory of 
Columbia.” These are the names used 


in the original laws for the district 
passed Dec. 15, 1800, by the Sixth Con- 
gress. 

But this precedent was not followed. 
Feb. 25, 1801, saw “City of Washing- 
ton, District of Columbia” employed. 
Later “City of Washington, Territory 
of Columbia” was used. A proclama- 
tion dated Sept. 6, 1800, has “City of 
Washington” only, while a reply of the 
president to the House of Representa- 
tives, Nov. 27, 1800, has simply “Wash- 
ington.” Jefferson’s first inaugural 
address, March 4, 1801, has “Washing- 
ton, D. C.” After that we find “Dis- 
trict of Columbia,” “City of Washing- 
ton,” “Washington, D. C.” and “Wash- 
ington” used more or less indiscrimi- 
nately in official documents. Presi- 
dent Harding’s Thanksgiving procla- 
mation in 1921 was “done in the Capi- 
tal of the United States.” This un- 
usual designation raised the question 
as to what the official designation of 
the seat of the National Government 
should be. Accordingly an executive 
order was issued stating that “The 
City of Washington” is the official 
designation of the capital and should 
be employed on federal documents re- 
quiring reference to the seat of gov- 
ernment. 

It is doubtful, though, if this would 
have met the approval of President 
Wilson, a stickler for exactness, who 
insisted on affixing, “Done at the Dis- 
trict of Columbia.” Adherence to the 
original form, though perpetuated in 
the interests of economy and standard- 
ization, has been frequently criticized 
on the floor of Congress. At various 
times bills have been introduced to 
change the designation to, “Done at the 
Capital of the United States” but the 
whole subject is so technical and rela- 
tively unimportant that nothing has 
come of it. 

Though “City of Washington” may 
be an official designation, that does not 
make the city any less nebulous. Wash- 
ington as a city is political and geo- 
graphical fiction. There are no city 
officials. The District government 
alike administers to the one-third of 
the government reservation occupied 
by the former city and to the remain- 
ing two-thirds, including old George- 
town. At various times since the city 
of Washington was legally exterminat- 
ed movements have been started to re- 
name the District in honor of George 
Washington (it now honors Christo- 
pher Columbus) but they have come 
to naught. 

Since 1878, the time of the great 
shakeup that deprived local residents 
of their bailiwick and ballot, the capi- 
tal has been governed by the 48 states

PLACING THE BLAME 
HE epidemic of school and road 
building which adds to our huge 
indebtedness was not brought on 
entirely by politicians, says Mayor 
William B. Harrison of Louisville, Ky. 
As head of the city with the lowest 
per capita cost of government of the 
country’s 25 largest cities he argues: 


All of the debt, all of these improve- 
ments—highways, streets, schools, parks, 
playgrounds, libraries, hospitals—were 
not thrust down the throat of an indiffer- 
ent people by designing politicians. The 
demand was there, insistent in its tone 
and backed up by organized effort. The 
demand is still there. If you do not be- 
lieve it, abandon a single school house, a 
single highway project, a single eleemo- 
synary institution; reduce your policing 
or fire protection standards, or, here in 
New York, cease subsidizing a transporta- 
tion system. The protesting wave will as- 
tonish you. 

Goaded by the insistent demands upon 
a lean pocketbook, the taxpayer is indeed 
in revolt and excusably so, but before he 
can experience substantial relief, he must 
be willing to relinquish some of the gov- 
ernment services to which he has become 
accustomed, accepting the same lowered 
standards that he has been compelled to 
apply to his private mode of living.

POLITICS 


T WAS another case of marching 
through Georgia as Governor 
Roosevelt captured that state’s 28 

convention votes in a primary contest, 
defeating Judge G. H. Howard, 
“proxy” for Speaker Garner, by some 
10 to one. Roosevelt’s string of vic- 
jories brought his pledged votes up to 
91. Of the several primaries to be 
held in April it is generally believed 
the Governor will be the victor, with 
the exception of that of Massachusetts 
on the 26th. There Al Smith is the 
favorite, but Pennsylvania holds a 
primary on the same day, and Roose- 
velt will probably win more delegates 
there than the Bay State can count. 
Leaders in Tennessee and Connecti- 
cut assured Roosevelt of-those states, 
while Senator Barkley’s withdrawal 
as a favorite son candidate of Ken- 
tucky put that state in the Roosevelt 
column. A statement was signed by 
37 members of Congress holding the 
power question to be a major issue, 
and Roosevelt to be the only candidate 
of either party having a flawless 
record on that subject. 

With the Georgia and Iowa Repub- 
lican conventions declaring for Hoo- 
ver the President’s strength continues 
to grow—as demonstrated in The 
Pathfinder poll. Opposition continues 
to fail to make headway, there having 
been no further action by France and 
Coxey after North Dakota, and even 
no further talk by Governor Pinchot. 
The President seems mainly interest- 
ed in the size of the vote, for he in- 
dorsed the get-out-the-vote campaign 
aiming at bringing 50,000,000 voters 
to the polls next November. 

Visiting Washington and promising 
to stump the West for Speaker Garner 
Mr. W. G. McAdoo cheered his candi- 
date in the face of the Roosevelt 
votes, promising him victory in the 
California primary in May. The 
Hearst papers continue to support 
Mr. Garner, but there was a feeling 
that the Speaker’s chances were weak- 
ened by the Democratic revolt in the 
House on the tax bill. A little party 
side fight cropped out in New York 
where a bank sued on notes made to 
finance the Smith campaign in 1928. 
Chairman Raskob of the national com- 
mittee, and one of the indorsers, of- 
fered to make good. Homer S. Cum- 
mings of Connecticut, a former na- 
tional chairman, is leading the quad- 
rennial fight to abrogate the two- 
thirds rule for the Democratic nomi- 
nating convention and let a majority 
vote nominate. He declared Roosevelt 
would have only 90 less than the 
necessary two-thirds of the 1,154 votes. 

Among senatorial races promising 
interest is the one in Iowa where no 
less than four candidates are out to 
fight Senator Brookhart in the June 
Republican primary, while former 
Senator Steck, Democrat, is prepar- 
ing to meet the winner. In Ohio L. J. 
Taber, master of the National Grange 
entered the senatorial lists in the May 
primaries on a platform of economic 














recovery and reduction of taxes. He 
would like to succeed Senator Bulkley. 
There were vague reports that former 
Secretary of the Treasury McAdoo 
would try to come to the Senate from 
California.

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THINGS SCIENTIFIC 


CHICAGO’S QUIETEST HOUR 

Zero hour in Chicago’s noise (and 
doubtless in other big cities) is at 
four o’clock in the morning. An an- 
nouncement by the Illuminating En- 
gineering Society of New York says 
this fact was discovered recently by 
Robert Guthrie of the Peoples Gas 
Light and Coke Co. in the Windy City. 
To find that city’s quietest hour he 
filled a dish part full of liquid quick- 
silver and played a small light beam 
on its surface. This beam, reflected 
from the quicksilver, made a small 
spot of light on the ceiling of the lab- 
oratory. Every quiver of the floor or 
table on which the dish of quicksilver 
stood was indicated by a quivering of 
the spot of light on the ceiling. This 
quivering turned out to be the least 
at four a.m. (apparently after all the 
beer trucks were in). Even then, says 
Dr. E. E. Free, the continual quiver- 
ing of the city’s foundations did not 
stop, but was less than at any other 
hour of the 24. 


ACID CURES RAT CANCER 

In the March issue of the American 
Journal of Cancer Drs. Boris Sokoloff, 
I. A. Parfentjev, W. Devrient and V. D. 
Sunizeff, of the Washington university 
school of medicine at St. Louis, re- 
veal that they have succeeded in both 
preventing and curing cancer in rats 
by injecting into their bodies certain 
forms of lactic acid. Cancerous 
tumors have not completely disap- 
peared in all cases, but the doctors 
claim enough cures to show the im- 
portance of the acid treatment. 


ANOTHER LINE ON SUN 

A new line in the sun’s corona is 
revealed on eclipse photographs taken 
last summer by our navy’s eclipse ex- 
pedition to Tin-Can Island, in the 
Southern Pacific.

DRY CLEANING PROCESS 


“Dry cleaning” is a translation of 
French “nettoyage a sec” and means 
cleansing without water. It is the 
name of a process of cleaning clothing 
and garments of fabric, fur or leather 
by means of naphtha, gasoline, benzol 
or other volatile petroleum products. 
The process is also known as French 
cleaning because it was developed in 
France about the middle of the 19th 
century. “Chemical cleaning” is an- 
other popular but misleading name for 
the same process. 

As a rule garments made of textile 
fiber, fur or leather are altered in size 
and shape when washed in water, but 
immersion in naphtha, benzol or gaso- 
line causes no thickening, stretching, 
contracting or weakening of such ma- 
terial. For example, an elaborately 
trimmed gown immersed in a dry- 
cleaning solvent retains its shape, size, 
ruffles, pleats, etc., but the same gown 
washed in water becomes a shapeless 
mass. Sometimes, however, certain 
garments are washed in water in ad- 
dition to being dry-cleaned in order 
to remove substances soluble only in 
water, 

In the early stages of the dry-clean- 
ing industry the solvent consisted of 
camphine or oil of turpentine distilled 
for use in lamps. Now the most com- 
mon solvents are the volatile products 
of petroleum because they are chem- 
ically inert and harmless to fabrics. 

The term “dry cleaning” puzzles 
many people. They cannot understand 
how a process involving the immer- 
sion of garments in a “liquid” can in 
any sense be termed “dry.” As a mat- 
ter of fact the garments immersed in 
such a solvent are not “wetted” in the 
ordinary acceptation of the term and 
the solvent is free from moisture in the 
same sense that “wet paint” may be 
free from moisture. In the typical 
dry-cleaning process the clothing is 
completely immersed and thoroughly 
washed in gasoline, benzol or naphtha 
and then rinsed in a clean batch of the 
same solvent. The solvent does not 
act chemically on the fabric itself, but 
removes grease and fatty substances 
by dissolving them. Soil, dirt, dust 
and grit in the fabric are removed by 
the motion of the liquid. 











A spinning centrifugal bow] extracts 
the garment and removes all the sol- 
vent except that which has been ab- 
sorbed by the fabric. Before being 
pressed the garment is dried in a dry- 
ing tumbler, where it is freshened by 
live steam and aerated with a current 
of hot air. This process of dry clean- 
ing not only cleans and freshens the 
garment, but also destroys infectious 
disease germs.

AIRY WRITING 
THER drama requires a different 
E writing than novel, 
screen. Much detail must be in- 
terwoven in conversation so that the 
unseen audience can “visualize” the 
action.

THE COLLIER TROPHY 

HIS most coveted trophy in Amer- 

ican aviation, was awarded to 

the Packard Motor Car Co. for 
the Packard Diesel aircraft engine, 
considered the “greatest achievement 
in aviation in America in 1931.” The 
trophy is awarded annually by the 
National Aeronautic Association. It 
was donated by the late Robert J. 
Collier. 

Going to the National Aircraft Show 
at Detroit April 2 to 10? The Army
